NEW YORK. June 29—Gov. A.

Many people have talked about 
the locusts that have been with 
us for the last two months. The 
long shrill notes of the male could 
be heard in the hills and trees 
and the sound became almost 
deafening in many places. 

The scientific name of the in¬ 
sect is "cicada." It is a large ho- 
mopterous insect with a stout 
body, wide blunt head and large 
transparent wings. It is often 
called locust. 

The larvae live underground 
and require long periods of de¬ 
velopment. They are found in the 
Eastern part of the United States 
and have a life span of thirteen 
or seventeen years, most of this 
time underground in the larval 
condition. 

After emerging from the ground 
it quickly changes to the adult 
in which it lives only a few 
weeks laying its eggs in slits it 
makes in twigs of trees. If you 
notice the woods at this time you 
will see hundreds and thousands 
of dead twigs on the trees caused 
by the slits made in the small 
limbs of the trees. 

In the northern part it matures 
in seventeen years while in the 
South it matures in thirteen years. 
The sound is produced by special 
sounds, which is purely a vibration 
the abdomen. Some people say 
that the sound made is the word 
“Pharaoh” and that they some¬ 
times have "W" on their wings 
which means war. 

Many kinds of insects make 
souns. which is purely a vibration 
of membrances and is the only 
sound that could be produced by . 
such vibration. One can listen : 
and imagine It to be Pharaoh or 
by imagination one can think it 
is another word of similar sound. 

All the wings on all locusts are 
the same and have always been 
the same. They all have six legs 
and belong to a large family of 
injects.

The article is one in a series which 
the business newspaper is carrying under the 
general title of "Expansive Uncle." 

The story gave the impression that the farm 
ponds are built mainly to help farmers fish, 
skate and swim—and only incidentally to im¬ 
prove farming and conserve soil and water re¬ 
sources. 

The articles are being run because “while 
debate over the proposed $71,800,000,000 federal 
budget is focusing attention mostly on the rising 
cost of government, it also points up the vast 
range of activities in which the Government is 
engaged nowadays.”

Thousands of Trees 
Set Out In Eastern 
Kentucky Counties 

The District Forester of the 
Northeastern District of the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Forestry has re¬ 
leased the following figures of 
tree seedlings planted by the resi¬ 
dents of the Northeastern Dis¬ 
trict. The planting of tree seed¬ 
lings is a very important Qart in 
the rehabilitation and bringing 
back into production steep hill¬ 
side fields, severely cut over¬ 
woodlands and in restocking tbe 
sparsely stocked timber stand*. 
Tree seedling planting also plays 
an important part in the stop¬ 
page of erosion on steep under¬ 
protected hillsides. Tree seedlings 
planted in the Northeastern dis¬ 
trict by counties are as follows: 

Rowan County, 83.400 
Lewis County, 74,600 
Morgan County, 72,300 
Elliott County, 65.500 
Menifee County. 54,000 
Carter County, 45,300 
Fleming County, 27,500 
Greenup County, 24.900 
In an area such as t)\is, which 
has approximately 75 percent of 
its total land area in forest, from 
it a goodly portion of the income 
of many communities is derived, 
the growing of timber is a very 
important project. Everyone of 
voting age has seen the value of 
standing timber increase from $12 
per thousand to approximately 
S20 per thousand board feet. 
There is nothing to indicate that 
the next twenty years will not see 
the value of standing timber 
worth $40 to $50 per board feet. 
It takes approximately fifty years 
to grow a tree seedling to a ma¬ 
ture tree with the proper forest 
management. 

The Kentucky Division of For¬ 
estry will have again for sale 
next winter and spring, tree seed¬ 
lings of timber species for the 
planting and reforestation of idle 
lands. Now is the time to make 
plans for your purchase of tree 
seedlings next year. See a repre¬ 
sentative of the Division of For¬ 
estry, the Soil Conservation Serv¬ 
ice or the Extension Service.

Read Oiling Company—which is 
one of the biggest road construc¬ 
tion companies in this section, 
started to surface the same sec¬ 
tion of road. During the days 
since it was first built the traf¬ 
fic has worn it out and it was 
practically a dirt road. The con¬ 
struction company with modern 
machinery and trucks has almost 
completed the road in a period of 
three days. 

Tommy Ruth said that about 
sixty trucks hauled gravel from 
a crusher on North Fork. Each 
.truck hauls about 8 tons at a load 
The road will have a base of oil 
and almost three inches of sur¬ 
face, being limestone and is 
known by the highway depart¬ 
ment as Cl mix, having a black 
top surface. 

This makes a very good road 
for the amount of traffic likely 
to use it. Several thousands tons 
of limestone will be used and con¬ 
siderable machinery involved.

HISTORY OF WHITE OAK 
BRANCH SCHOOL 
(Compiled by Harold Rowland 
and Linda Smith) 

The present building was built 
in 1924. In the beginning it had 
one room and in 1927 two rooms 
were constructed. In all, there 
have been three buildings. The 
third room was torn down in 
1947, 

The early building had long 
b-nches for seats. Chestnut logs 
split open served for the purpose. 
A recitation bench was used. 

In the early days there was 
only a four or five months school 
—and you went only as far as 
the fifth grade. Then you could 
take an examination and be a 
grade teacher. One teacher had as 
many as 75 or 80 students. A wood 
fire and coal stove heated the 
building in cold weather. They 
used percentage grades, and what 
they got on paper went on the 
grade card. 

The girls wore linsey. The boys’ 
mothers made their trousers as 
well as the children’s shoes. 

The original building was log 
and was across the old road from 
the present site. Later it was 
moved to the present site and a 
frame building put up. Dump Bra¬ 
dley gave the land . 

In 1925 there were two years 
of high school offered. At one 
time the building was used to 
house patients having their ton¬ 
sils removed. Dr Colby from Lou¬ 
isville came to this school and 
used the building for a clinic for 
removing tonsils. 

There were twenty cots donated 
by local people. One boy with 
eye trouble, in spite of protests, 
crawled in bed with hat, coat, 
shoes and all. There was one fath¬ 
er who ran his boy all the way 
to the forks of the creek to have 
his tonsils removed. Dr. Colby 
took out 18 sets of tonsils in 1927. 
Hannah Maxey was one of the 
teachers. School was dismissed 
foi a few days while the clinic 
was in operation. 

In 1927-8, 1934-5, 1955-6 Lloyd 
Hill was the teacher. There were 
four years of junior high school— 
7th, 8th, 9th and 10th. There were 
60 or 65 children enrolled at that 
tini*. 

Brenice Conley and Edgar Bra¬ 
dley completed the eighth grade 
and went on an additional five 
years to make a total of thirteen 
years, not missing a single day. 

Riding horseback was the most 
common means of getting to 
school.

social security protection if they 
do not apply before July 1957. 

This warning came from F.ob- 
eri A Flynn, district manager ot 
social security in Ashland. He 
explained that an application 
filed before July 1957 by a dis¬ 
abled worker could be effective 
as of the time his disability act¬ 
ually started if certain work re¬ 
quirements were met at that time 
After June 30- 1957, a disabled 
person cannot freeze his social 
security record for a period beg¬ 
inning earlier than 1 year before 
the date he applies for the fre¬ 
eze. This means that many work¬ 
ers who have been disabled for a 
long time will not be able to get 
their record frozen if they do not | 
apply before June 30. 1957. 

Any person in the area who is 
severly disabled and who worked 
regularly in work cover'd by soc¬ 
ial security before becoming dis¬ 
abled should immediately contact 
the social security district office 
located at 340 14th Street, Ash¬ 
land, Ky. The office is open from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday thru 
Fr!nay (except national holidays).

A “very substantial” reduction 
in traffic accidents may be ad¬ 
vanced many years by the recent 
decision of the Automobile Man¬ 
ufacturers Association to de-em- 
phasize speed and horsepower in 
advertising and otherwise promot¬ 
ing the sale of new cars, one of 
the nation's leading safety spe¬ 
cialists declared in New York re¬ 
cently. 

Thomas N. Boate, Accident Pre¬ 
vention manager of the Associa¬ 
tion of Casualty and Surety Com¬ 
panies, termed the announcement 
by the Automobile Manufacturers 
Association board of directors in 
Detroit “the most promising ac¬ 
tion that has occurred in the field 
of traffic safety in the last dec¬ 
ade." 

"If the state legislatures,” Mr. 
Boate said, “will now make avail¬ 
able the necessary funds to put 
enough policemen on the roads 
and highways and permit high 
schools to provide safe driver 
courses for all students it is not 
much to hope that the present toll 
of deaths, injuries and property 
destruction can be reduced as 
much as 50 percent within two 
years." 

"Traffic safety specialists have 
always known that the three in¬ 
dispensable requirements for traf¬ 
fic safety are education, engineer¬ 
ing and enforcement. There never 
has been any doubt that the au¬ 
tomobile industry’ has been spend¬ 
ing unlimited sums of money to 
build safety into their cars. And 
the states have been making great 
progress in building safety into 
the roads and highways. Unfor¬ 
tunately, however, unless we 
"build safety’’ into the drivers, 
too the first two accomplish¬ 
ments are of little avail. 

"The Automobile Manufactur¬ 
ers Association has given tre¬ 
mendous impetus to the forging 
of that missing link by announc¬ 
ing that it will emphasize safety 
and service as the most important 
values to look for in the cars of 
the future. There is little doubt 
that this will go far toward con¬ 
vincing the great majority of the 
drivers of today that speeding 
and recklessness behind the 
wheel are wasteful of both time 
and money, not to mention lives 
and broken bodies. 

•There will always remain 
however, a minority that will re¬ 
spond to nothing but the strong 
and ever-present arm of the law. 
They will be capable of killing 
and injuring a lot of people and 
destroying billions of dollars 
worth of property until every 
state has enough policemen on the 
road to arrest them and the 
courts fit their punishment to the 
crime of utter disregard for the 
public safety and welfare. 

•To properly patrol our high¬ 
ways would require the addition 
of only 28.000 men to police and 
highway patrol forces through¬ 
out the nation at a cost of some 
$224,500,000 annually. Obviously 
this sum is small when compared 
with the $6,642,435,000 known eco¬ 
nomic loss of accidents. It is evi¬ 
dent, then, that providing ade¬ 
quate police protection on our 
highways would actually^ast bil¬ 
lions of dollars less than the pres¬ 
ent cost of accidents. 

“Let us hail, therefore, the two 
important steps that have now 
been set in motion toward the 
easily attainable goal ot safe 
roads and highways. But, at the 
same time, let none of os forget 
that until those other two steps- 
adequate enforcement authorities 
md high school level training of 
future drivers—are taken, the 
traffic lanes of America will con¬ 
tinue to be strewn with the dead 
and the maimed and appalling 
amounts of economic waste. 


A new term for the Practical 
Nursing Course will begin Sept 
3, at Mayo State Vocational School 
Paintsville. 

f The twelve month course con¬ 
sists of 414 months of class room 
instruction at Mayo State, with 
the remainder of the year to be 
spent in participating hospitals 
where students receive clinical 
training. 

By the beginning of this com¬ 
ing school year the Practical 
Nursing Department will have 
been moved to new quarters and 
this expansion of floor space, plus 
new equipment to be installed, 
will make possible the acceptance 
of several more students who are 
interested in nurses training. 

Tuition for the course is $44 
for the full years work, with stu¬ 
dents providing for their room and 
board while at the Mayo State 
Vocational School. Room and 
board is furnished by the hospital 
during the clinical period, and 
the hospital pays the student $20 
per month for two months, and 
$30 per month for five months 
during this period of their train¬ 
ing. 

Students completing this course 
will be permitted to take the 
State Board Examination to be¬ 
come a licensed Practical Nurse. 
Since the program has been in 
operation at Mayo, 29 students 
trained here have received their 
licenses in Practical Nursing. All 
those from Mayo that have taken 
the State Board Examination 
have scored higher than the aver¬ 
age for the nation . 

The Nursing Department at 
Mayo is one of three in the state 
that is fully approved for train¬ 
ing practical nurses and Is the 
first of its kind in the state. 

At the present there are thirty 
in training in this program with 
two instructors. Some of these 
students are in the hospital clini¬ 
cal period of their training and 
wUl graduate by September. The 
ether students are in their class¬ 
room period of training at Mayo 
and will receive their caps July 
30. during regular graduation ex¬ 
ercises held each year at the 
school.

Recipient May 
Earn $1200 Year

Prior to the year 1955, any 
wage earner receiving social sec¬ 
urity benefits was required to 
limit his earnings on a monthly 
basis. Each recipient was allowed 
to earn no more than $75 a 
month. The 1954 amendments put 
the earnings limitation on a year¬ 
ly basis beginning with 1955. 
Hence, any recipient of social sec¬ 
urity benefits, employed or self- 
employed, is now allowed to earn 
$1200 each year. 

He may earn the $1200 in a few 
months or he can spread the 
earnings over the entire 12 mon¬ 
ths. It is immaterial how much 
each person earns in any one 
month—just as long as the earn- 
Clark, laid out the town site in 
not exceed $1200. 

In general, for each $80 over 
the $1200 (or a portion of $80) a 
person under age 72. loses one 
month's check. Therefore, if a 
person Is receiving social security 
benefits. It is important that he 
notify the social security office as 
soon as he knows that his yearly 
eamfngs will be more than $1200. 
Do not wait to notify the office 
until more than $1200 is earned. 

As an example: Ellen, a retired 
secretary, filed a claim for soc¬ 
ial security benefits in January 
1956. She indicated that* she 
would work for no more than 
$1200 In that year. However, in 
1956 she had an opportunity to 
earn more in a job that would 
last all year. She notified the dis¬ 
trict office that she would earn 
over $1200. Her March 1956 check 
was the last one issued. Her earn¬ 
ings at the end of the year were 
$167900. This meant she was 
eligible for six checks in that 
year. Since she had received only 
three checks, a lump-sum cover¬ 
ing three months benefits was 
promptly forwarded to her by 
the Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. 

If she had not reported when 
she did, it is possible that she 
would h;ve suffered a loss of 
several months in 1957. 

No matter how much Ellen 
earns in a year, however, she 
will get a benefit check for any 
month in which she neither earns 
wages of more than $80 nor ren¬ 
ders substantial services in self- 
employment.
